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THE EQUESTRIAN OLYMPIC GAMES 


In the realm of horsemanship one international competition eclipses all 
others—the equestrian events of the Olympic Games. Instituted in the 
days when the cavalry was an essential arm of the world’s military estab- 
lishments, these events were long the exclusive province of cavalry officers 
and their mounts, World War II, however, most nations of the 
world have mechanised both cavalry and artillery. In consequence the 
responsibility for fielding horses and riders worthy of representing their 
respective countries now rests largely on civilians. 

The last army teams to represent the United States in the Equestrian 
Games competed at the Olympics of 1948 when the Three Day Team won 
the gold medal. In order to meet the resulting shift in responsibilities a 
group of civilians, including several retired cavalry officers, thereafter 
organised the United States Equestrian Team, Inc., headed first by Col. 
Wofford and, after his death, by Whitney Stone. The teams which it sent 
to the 1952 and 1956 Games, at Helsinki and Stockholm, were a credit to 
our country, even though they won no gold medals. The consistent efforts 
of the U.S.E.T. throughout the last decade are now making the United 
States a world factor in equestrian competition. 

Through a stroke of good fortune we secured the services of Bertalan 
de Nemethy as coach and the leadership of Bill Steinkraus as captain of 
our jumping team. Recognising their abilities owners offered to lend 
outstanding horses. The opportunities thus developed attracted other 
riders of great natural ability Hugh Wiley, Frank Chapot, George 
Morris—who have worked long and diligently to attain a high standard 
of performance for themselves and for their mounts. The team thus as- 
sembled has already achieved remarkable success—the Gold Medal at the 
Pan-American Games and several Prix des Nations at European C.H.1.O. 
shows—and is favored to win one of the medals at Rome. 

Through individual efforts we have also developed two outstanding 
dressage riders, both young girls in their early twenties. Trish Galvin, 
representing the French school, who has worked with Henri St. Cyr of 
Sweden, winner of the Gold Medal at the last two Olympics, herself won 
the Gold Medal at the Pan-American Games in 1959 and the Grand Prix 
de Dressage at Berlin and Aachen. Jessica Newberry, representing the 
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German school, who has worked 
with Liselotte Linsenhoff in Ger- 
many and Lis Haertel in Denmark, 
has also been highly placed in inter- 
national competition. 

Although our army teams won 
their greatest Olympic successes in 
the Three Day Event, our civilian 
effort had to begin on a grass root 
basis, fostered by the U. S. Eques- 
trian Team through H. Stewart 
Treviranus, its technical advisor for 
Combined Training, a post which he 
now holds under the U. S. Combined 
Training Association. On the Pacific 
Coast interest in this type of eques- 
trian sport was furthered by the 
Pebble Beach Three Day Event, 
organized in 1957 by Dick Collins 
and by John Galvin who has been 
host to the U. S. Three Day squad 
at his Rancho San Fernando Rey, 
supplying not only training quar- 
ters and facilities, but also the 
majority of the horses which will go 


to Rome. On his “Grasshopper” 
Michael Page won the Individual 
Gold Medal at the Pan-American 


Games and on the U.S.E.T.’s “Mark- 
ham” Michael Plumb won the Silver 
Medal. Captain Walter Staley, win- 
ner of the 1955 Pan-American Gold 
Medal, and the young rider David 
Lurie complete our squad. 

Winner of the Team Gold 
at the 1959 Pan-American 
were the Canadians, 
Anatole Pieregorodski, who 
coached the Canadian team that won 
the Bronze Medal at the 1956 Olym- 
pics—the present team _ including 
several veterans.

More 
power to the horses, the riders and 
to the hundreds of thousands of indi- 
viduals who, in one way or another. 
have helped to prepare and_ send 
them.

During my visit to the United States 
three years ago, I had an opportunity to 
observe the United States Jumping Team. 
At that time, I envisaged for it important 
success, if it continued to work along the 
lines which it’s coach, Bert De Nemethy, 
had in mind. This training is built on a 
sound dressage basis by which the horses 
become obedient without resistance. It is 
well known that highly bred horses are 
inclined to resist if one under-estimates 
their intelligence, and if they are handled 
roughly. Obviously in the United States 
Team there exists the best possible under-

That first visit to the racecourse is the 
entrance to a world of wonders, After 
frequent trips, the color of the silks, the 
beauty of the Thoroughbreds, the loveli- 
ness of the greensward and the compli- 
cation of intriguing smells are still ap- 
reciated, but never again is it exactly 
like the first time. 


Improved With Age 

The first ice cream soda was the same 
way, if | remember correctly. The first 
whiskey and soda was not - it was a sad 
substitute for the sarsaparilla. (But how it 
has improved through the years!) 

Joe Diehl, the author (West of Broad- 
way), was in my company when he exper- 
ienced his maiden exposure to the Turf. 
It really didn’t take, because Joe is more 
of a baseball-football kind of sport. 

It’s a pity, too, because at the outset, 
I could see he had amazing possibilities. 

The first time he went to the window to 
invest two bucks, he gave the man a five- 
dollar bill and came away with the ticket, 
eight dollars in change and a puzzled ex- 
pression, 

Baffled by the problem, he went back to 
the window to demand an explanation. 

As this was in the old days before 
mutuels clerks said, ‘*Thank you,” the 


gent in the cage snarled, “If there’s been ~ 


a mistake, it’s your tough luck. You 
shudda counted your money before you 
left.” 

Mr. Diehl is not a man to allow dis- 
courtesy to upset his determination to set 
the record straight. In a loud, euphonious 
Voice, that is one of his many attributes, 
he made clear whose error it was and 
rammed the extra five dollars under the 
grill into the astonished mutuels man’s 
hand, 

Away from the window he stalked, 





satisfied that he had made his point, but 
never realizing that it was probably the 
last time in his life he would be ahead on 
the races. 

Mr. James Forman Sloan, one of the 
greatest jockeys of all time, also intro- 
duced a few people to the races. (Uninform- 
ed persons think Mr. Sloan’s name is J. 
Todhunter Sloan, but ‘‘Todhunter” was a 
corruption of ‘‘Toadhunter”’ the nickname 
given him by an endearing parent.) 


Kokomo Kinfolk 

Anyway, one of Mr. Sloan’s most inter- 
esting afternoons resulted from a yow to 
take his two aunts to the races. When Mr. 
Sloan was at the height of his career, he 
invited Aunt Lib and Aunt MintoNew York, 
which, in those days, was a fair piece from 
Kokomo, Indiana. 

Aunt Min had once been all the way to 
Cincinnati, but Aunt Lib hadn’t been much 
farther from the house than the south 
pasture. 

He put up the old ladies in a suite in 
the Imperial Hotel and entertained them 
in a fashion only possible to a genuine 
man about town. They saw plays, vaude- 
ville shows and attended band concerts. In 
his book (authored with the help of one A. 
Dick Luckman, who massacred the English 
language) Tod reported that they were 
“‘peacefully happy.” 

When the race meeting opened at 
Sheepshead Bay, Tod established the gals 
in a cottage on the ocean - gave them a 
whole floor to themselves. They never had 
seen the ocean or a ship, and they stared 
in delight, Tod said. 


Fine Entertainment 

New York racing was conducted on the 
grand scale in those days, just as it is 
now. John Philip Sousa’s band played for 
the entertainment of the customers be- 
tween races. 

Mr. Sloan placed the ladies in seats 
right behind the band leader. They were 
enthralled. 

As he had his business to attend to, 
the rider left them for a few events, then 
he slipped on his overcoat over his silks 
(jockeys weren’t kept caged in those days) 
and paid them a visit. 

He sneaked a look first and ‘‘saw them 
beating time to the music with beaming 
smiles on their faces.” 

Sloan didn’t interrupt them at once, 
but, when Mr. Sousa had waved down his

boys, Tod went up and asked his Kokomo 
kinswomen how they were doing. 

Aunt Lib thought the whole business 
was some kind of circus. ‘‘When do you 
perform?’’ she demanded. 

“I’ve been performing,” Tod res- 
ponded. “‘I won the last three races.” 

*‘Oh,”’ came back Aunt Lib, ‘“‘were you 
the little fellow performing in front?’ 

Tod admitted that he was. 

‘And I shall perform again in the last 
race. If you look for these silks,”* he open- 
ed his coat, “youll see me go by.” 

Then Tod shook hands with Sousa which 
impressed the ladies much more than his 
riding. 

Wasn’t His Turn 

Naturally, Sloan couldn’t manage to 
win the last race. When he went back to his 
aunts, they were ready for him. 

**We couldn’t see that jacket of yours,” 
said Aunt Lib accusingly. “You didn’t 
perform in front that time.” 

**No, I didn’t,’ Tod came back. ‘‘It was 
a friend of mine’s turn to be in front,” 

The two ladies assured him that they 
loved him anyway and embraced him 
warmly - to the delight of the crowd,

Eleven 2-year-olds made it to the 
starting gate for the six furlongs Saratoga 
Special on Wed., Aug. 17. It was the 58th 
running of this allowance stakes , which 
carried a purse of $30,000 added. 

Jockey Rudy York briskly urged F, A, 
Sherman’s Bronzerullah to a four length 
victory over R, Lehman’s Ambiopoise, 
which finished a neck in front of C, V. 
Whitmey’s Chinchilla. G, Zauderer’s Kisco 
Kid necked out M, L, Wilson’s Song of 
Wine for fourth money. The winner’s time 
was 1.11 3/5 over a fast track. Patrice 
Jacobs’ heavy favored Hail to Reason 
could do no better than sixth, with the 126 
pounds impost. The winner carried 116, 

Bronzerullah is a bay, by Fair Ruler 
out of Bronze Medal, by Portcodine, bred 
by Ocala Stud, Inc. L. Laurin trains the 
colt. The net payoff to the winner was 
$22,822.50, and gives Bronzerullah $42, 
267.50 for three victories and two seconds 
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for the year. It was his first stakes vic- 
tory and he payed a whopping $83.20 for a 
two dollar investment. His owner, F, A. 
Sherman is a Canadian steel executive. 


Travers (Sat., Aug. 20) 

Eight 3-year-olds came out to contest 
the 91st running of The Travers, a $75,000 
added race, at one and one-quarter miles. 

Jockey Willie Hartack rode out C, V. 
Whitney’s homebred Tompion to a six 
length decision over R. N. Webster’s 
Count Amber. Four lengths further back 
was E, Seinfeld’s Don Rickles; three more 
lengths to the rear was Harbor View 
Farm’s Francis S, The clockers caught 
the winner at 2.03 2/5 for the 1 1/4 miles 
over a fast track, 

Tompion is a brown son of Tom Fool 
out of Sunlight, by Count Fleet, trained 
by J. J. Greely, Jr. He added $53,165 to 
his net, which now amounts to $433,718 
for his racing career. 


Atlantic City 

The Mermaid Stakes at Atlantic City 
on Wed., Aug. 17, had a turnout of nine 
2-year-old fillies, for a six furlongs run, 
with a purse of $20,000 added, 

Boncrist Farm’s Prominent Lady 
scored her first stakes victory by heading 
off D, & H, Stable’s Sandyjean. T. M. 
Girdler’s Zonah was third, a neck further 


back, and J, W. Kane’s Belle Breeze, 
fourth. The winning run was made in 
1,12 3/5. 


Prominent Lady is a bay filly, by 
Nashua-*Shooting High, by Hyperion, bred 
by C, J. Devine. This gives Nashua, whose 
get have been bringing phenominal prices 
at the yearling sales, another stakes win- 
ner out of his first crop. It was her second 
victory out of four starts and netted 
$15,382.50. R. L. Stevenson was in the 
saddle and L. Murry was the trainer. 


Venmor Turf Handicap (Sat., Aug. 20) 

A baker’s dozen of 3-year-olds made 
up the field in the 10th running of The 
Ventnor Turf Handicap, $25,000 added, at 
one and one-sixteenth miles. 

C, M. Kline’s Conestoga won by aneck 
over W. J. Beattie’s Phil Rube. A, G, 
Vanderbilt’s Idolater was third and K, 
Lechner’s Level Dell, fourth. The time 
over a soft track was 1.46 3/5 for the 
1 1/16 miles, 

Conestoga is a bay colt, by Rough’n 
Tumble-Ruddy Belle, by Errard, bred by 
Ocala Stud Farms, Inc. M, H, Dixon, Sr. 
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saddled the winner and W. Blum was in 
the irons, The winning effort netted Cones- 
toga $19,411.25. 


Arlington Park 

The $15,000 added Prairie State Stakes 
at Arlington Park on Wed., Aug. 17 drew 
eleven juveniles. An allowance stakes, it 
was run at six furlongs. 

F, W. Hooper’s homebred Crozier took 
the measure, by a neck, of P, Fuller’s 
Ross Sea. Mr. and Mrs. G, D. King’s 
Pappa’s All was third, and D. Ford and 
J. Kell’s Iron Rail, fourth. One’minute and 
ten seconds flat was the time for the six 
furlongs. 

The winner is a bay, by *My Babu-Miss 
Olympia, by Olympia, trained by C, R, 
Park. Jockey B. Baeza rode Crozier and 
the colt picked up a net value purse of 
$11,300. It was his first stakes victory and 
his second one in four starts for the year. 
He finished second in the Arlington Futur- 
ity and now has $57,365 to his credit. 


Arlington Handicap (Sat., Aug. 20) 

The 3lst running of The Arlington 
Handicap, $50,000 added, one and three- 
sixteenths miles over turf, for 3-year- 
olds and up, was quite a race. A field of 
eight top-drawer handicap runners went to 
the post and a length, a head, and two 
noses separated the first five horses. 

Jockey Manuel Ycaza rode Cain Hoy 
Stable’s One-Eyed-King for the top honors, 
winning by one length over R. B. Meltus’s 
King Grail. Hasty House Farm’s *Martini 
Il, a neck further back, nosed out C, V. 
Whitney’s Dotted Swiss, the favorite, for 
show money, and Dotted Swiss took 4th 
money by nosing out Sunnyside Stable’s 
Resolved. Brookmeade Stable’s Sword 
Dancer was 6th; Hasty House Farm’s 
*Merry Top Il, 7th; and L, Combs 2nd’s 
*Tudor Era, in the caboose position. The 
time for the winner was 1.58 3/5 for the 
1 3/16 miles over a soft track. 

One-Eyed-King is a 6-year-old bay 
horse, by *Nasrullah-Siama, by Tiger, 
bred by H. F. Guggenheim of Cain Hoy 
Stables. W. C. (Woody) Stephens trains 
him. The victory was worth $32,100 net, 
and it boosted One-Eyed-King’s earnings 
to $259,251. He is a full brother to Bald 
Eagle, another star handicap horse in the 
Cain Hoy Stable. 


Del Mar 

Jockey R. Campas rode Conejo Ranch’s 
Honeys Gem to victory in the one and one- 
eighth miles Romona Handicap at Del Mar, 
Wed., Aug. 17. E. Burns rode the place 
horse, Tritoma, and D. Pierce the show 
horse, Jenny deLieu, in the $20,000 added 
race which fielded eleven starters, fillies 
and mares, 3-year-olds and up. 

Honeys Gem is a brown five-year-old 
mare, by Ali’s Gem-Honeymoon, by *Beau 
Pere, bred by W. L. Ranch Co, She re- 
ceived $12,750 for her winning effort. Her 
time for the 1 1/8 miles was 1.47 3/5.

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Steeplechasing at Saratoga

Trainer Oleg Dubassoff and Jockey 
Scotty Schulhofer walked off with major 
honors in through-the-field racing during 
Saratoga’s third week, scoring with John 
M. Schiff’s *Muguet 2nd in the testing 
Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap at two 
miles and five furlongs on Friday, and on 
the day before with Schiff’s Our Jeep in 
The Promise Stakes for three-year-old 
hurdlers. 


Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap 

Moving with the swift authority that has 
marked his better races, the French-bred 
*Muguet 2nd, came from last place, res- 
ponded to Schulhofer’s urging going to the 
clubhouse turn the last time, and then re- 
lentlessly wore down his opposition. Going 
to the far turn he had reached third posi- 
tion behind Hustle and Independence. Going 
up on the outside, the trio raced head and 
head for a stride or two midway around, 
then *Muguet 2nd (160 lbs.) and Hustle 


(143 lbs.) drew off from Independence 
(160 lbs.), and curved into the stretch for 
the final fence. Still on even terms, the 
pair jumped this as a team, but Bob 
McDonald, who rode Hustle, had to keep 
after his mount, for after appearing to 
hang slightly on the turn, Independence 
came on again and closed strongly to be 
third, a length and a half behind Hustle. 
Benguala (151 lbs.) also closed witha rush 
and just missed third honors by a short 
head. Basil Bee and Gray Phantom were 
5th and 6th, but were not in contention in 
the last half mile. One casualty marked 
the race when Sun Dog, second choice to 
*Muguet 2nd, lost his rider at the 14th 
fence. While in contention at the time, the 
Sanford fencer did not impress observers 
when he made a mistake going into the 
wings and unseated Aitcheson. 

The Saratoga Steeplechase had its 
fifty third running on Friday, August 18th. 
Next to the Grand National, it is America’s

second longest brush event, and it grossed 
$19,325. Seven faced the barrier after the 
public alternately chose between Sun Dog 
and *Muguet 2nd, the final decision being 
the latter favored at 17 to 20, andSun Dog 
at 2 to 1. Third choice was Mrs. Michael 
Walsh’s Independence, the 1959 winner of 
this stake, but making his first appearance 
since then, Off to a good start, the field 
raced to the first fence, with all jumping 
well except for Benguala. Due to Albert 
Foot’s injury aboard *Villena early the 
second week, Benguala was ridden by the 
Irish jockey Jimmy Mahoney. Although 
Benguala made a teeth-rattling bobble at 
the first, Mahoney cleverly retained his 
seat, and let the Montpelier-bred settle 
into his stride for the next few fences. 
Meanwhile, to the surprise of most, Basil 
Bee went to the front, and showed the way 
for about a turn of the field, with Indepen- 
dence close by. The remainder of the field, 
except for *Muguet 2nd, lay several lengths 
off the leaders, with Schulhofer on the 
eventual winner, taking back and keeping 
well out of any possible trouble. Rounding 
the clubhouse turn and into the far side the 
second time, Independence went to the 
front, and while jumping boldly continued 
to show the way for another turn of the 
course. Basil Bee began to steadily drop 
back as Hustle and Benguala alternated in 
laying second and third, behind the pace. 
Coming into the front side the second time 
Independence led by two or three lengths,

and as the field raced by the stands, 
Schulhofer started to work his way for- 
ward, but he did not reach the thick of 
contention until midway around the club- 
house turn. Going to the first jump on the 
far side the last time, the 13th, Indepen- 
dence led by two, with Hustle, Benguala, 
*Muguet 2nd and Sun Dog lapped on each 
other in that order. Gray Phantom and 
Basil Bee had dropped out of contention. 
Going to the next jump, the pace quickened 
slightly and the first mentioned four drew 
out slightly from Sun Dog, The latter ap- 
peared off stride going inside the wings, 
and his mistake was apparent even before 
he took off, Out in front, Independence still 
held command but by a shorter margin and 
the pattern of the race had clearly devel- 
oped with the winner being among the first 
four. Benguala appeared to be outrun from 
the 14th to the far turn and trailed the lead 
by four or five lengths. Around the final 
turn, Independence seemed to tire from his 
pacemaking efforts, and also may have 
been bothered slightly, being in the middle 
between Hustle and *Muguet 2nd, butrana 
surprisingly good race considering his 
long layoff. In any event, he did not appear 
equal to Hustle and *Muguet 2nd, Coming 
into the homestretch, while the last two 
mentioned ran head and head, the Schiff 
jumper was running easiest, and the only 
question was the final fence. 

Time for the race was 5:05 4/5, which 
automatically became a track record for 
the revised course, and which compares 
very favorably with former marks of close 
to five minutes, 


The Promise Hurdles 

The day before, the purple and white 
silks of John Schiff were again carried to 
victory in an exciting contest which drew 
the best three-year-old hurdlers of the 
year thus far. The strong two-ply entry 
sent postward by Hollie Hughes, Claiborne 
Farm’s Ambassador and Sanford Stud 
Farm’s New Hit, commanded slightly 
stronger public support at 11 to 10, but 
Our Jeep received strong backing in the 
last few minutes and went off at 7 to 5, 
The public was right, almost all the way - 


until the very last stride. New Hit, a good 
winner over older horses the previous 
Saturday, followed the pace setting Astrol- 
ogy down the far side over the first three 
hurdles, Taking command around the lower 
turn, Aitcheson guided New Hit to the in- 
side with Astrology alongside, while Jim- 
my Walker on Ambassador struggled to 
keep his mount off the heels of the leading 
pair in a desperate attempt to keep the 
temperamental Ambassador off the lead, 
Meanwhile, the field had been reduced by 
one when Sky’s Rhythm lost Widger at the 
first. Schulhofer on the eventual winner 
had taken back well out of it and lay fifth 
and last in the field, sevenor eight lengths 
off the pace. Racing by the stands the first 
time, New Hit and Astrology vied for the 
lead with Naval Treaty next, then Ambas- 
sador and finally Our Jeep. Going down the 
far side, Astrology dropped out of con- 
tention, the Hughes entry took over the 
first and second spot, and Schulhofer still 
did nothing. Not until going to the far turn 
did the backers of Our Jeep think they had 
an entry in the race, and while Our Jeep 
began to shave the gap, New Hit and Am- 
bassador were running strongly.

During the week of the Stampede, the first 
race was run off at 1:45 each afternoon. 
Highlight of the meet was the Bing Crosby 
Invitational Handicap for three-year-olds 
and upward over a distance of a mile and 
one eighth on Wednesday, July 13. This 
was the second running of the race in- 
augurated during last year’s Stampede 
meet to honor the crooner’s first visit 
to the world-famed event. Crosby was 
also on hand this year to present the 
purse and trophy to J. A. Charlesworth, 
whose Spangled Jimmy set a track record 
in winning the feature. Jockey Sandy 
Shields guided the six-year-old gelding 
around the 1 1/2 mile course in 1:49.4, 

The victory, brought Spangled Jimmy’s 
earnings to within a whisker of the all- 
time record set by Pagan Star for Al- 
berta-bred horses. Spangled Jimmy has 
now earned $64,160, only five dollars 
short of eclipsing Pagan Star’s mark. It 
was coincidental that the Crosby Handi- 
cap marked Spangled Jimmy’s 50th start. 
His ‘batting average’ is a respectable 
.500, or almost, as he has come in ahead 
of the pack on 22 occasions in those 50 
starts. E.O, 


DERBY WINNER BEATEN 

There was a big surprise at Goodwood 
when the Derby winner St Paddy was beat- 
en half a length by Lord Sefton’s Kipling 
in the Gordon Stakes over a few yards 
under 1 1/2 miles. 

St Paddy was having his first race 
since his Epsom triumph and was the 
first Derby victor to race at Goodwood 
for many years. He had to give 5-15 Ib. 
to his seven rivals, Kipling getting 51b., 
although the winner of his last tworaces. A 
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quarter of a mile from home St Paddy 
looked ‘home and dry’ but having been let 
down since the Derby was probably not as 
fit as his rival who passed him 100 yards 
from the post. The winner started third 
favourite at 6-1, with St Paddy at odds- 
on. 

There can be little doubt that this 
year’s Derby field was below normal 
standard; two months after the race not 
one single runner has gone on to win a 
race. P.T-C. 


SENIOR RACE HORSES 

Like Tennyson’s brook, Columcille, 
the horse, keeps “‘ . . . rolling along’’. 

At Waterford Park, the 12-year-old 
recently registered his fifth successive 
score at the West Virginia mile track 
and his seventh of the year. It is doubt- 
ful if there is another Thoroughbred in 
competition with as impressive a record 
and of the same age. 

In 11 years of campaigning, Columcille, 
owned by Mrs. Gladys Fishback of Madi-

son, Va., has won more than 50 races and 
he has eanred almost $100,000. The mone- 
tary amount is not too impressive, at first 
glance, in this era of a “‘fast buck’”’ for 
horses because of the host of $50,000 and 
$100,000 races. But what is impressive 
is that Columcille had earned his money 
the hard way, by ‘‘nickels and dimes”, 
literally. His best season for earnings 
was in 1956 when he took down $15,860. 
A strapping chestnut, who gives the 
impression that he thoroughly enjoys the 
zest of competiton, Columcille is a geld- 
ed son of Alaking, from the Briarlet mare 
To Let. He has for years been under the 
training of amiable Dan Chamblin. 
Despite all the famous horses he has 
ridden, for whom he must have a soft 
spot, jockey W. “‘Bill’’ Hartack, one of the 
nation’s top riders and a development of 
Waterford Park, retains a strong affection 
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for Columcille, regarding the hardy old 
campaigner as one of favorite mounts, 

While Columcille’s success at an ad- 
vanced age is an exception, there have 
been many horses able to withstand the 
rigors of racing over a long period of 
time. Last year the 14-year-old High Reno 
went into American racing records as the 
leader of his division with two victories, 
proof positive that age is not always a 
drawback to a race horse. That was in- 
dubitably proven with Hickory Jim, who 
was supposedly foaled in 1867 and came 
out of the fable-crammed west in the late 
1870’s to tackle opponents at recognized 
tracks. His last recorded win was at New 
Jersey’s Guttenberg at 24 years of agel 

Within our own time there have been 
many horses of advanced years still visit- 
ing the winner’s circle. Back in 1932 the 
18-year-old Useful was living up to his 
name, and in 1945 the 18-year-old Party- 
play was still at it, while as recently as 
1950 the 17-year-old Galley Sweep was 
taking on all comers. Butfor sheer oddity, 
tops of them all is John Burwell. He did 
not show up in the records until 18 
years of age, in 1924, at Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, when he won a distance race one 
day in November. So Columcille is, ina 
sense, just a youngster. H.W. 


GULFSTREAM’S SOLOMONE 

At almost every meeting at almost any 
old race track you want to name, along 
comes an apprentice who wins five races in 
three days and is acclaimed the greatest 
prospect since Isaac Murphy. Then, of 
course, said apprentice ends up the meet- 
ing with maybe six wins and you never 
hear of him again, 

Well, in accordance with the usual 
script, there is one at Gulfstream Park 
this year. Only he is different. I'll tell 
you how he is different in a minute. His 
name is Mickey Solomone and he is the 
leading apprentice at the meeting. 

Mickey got his first horse experience 
herding kids around at a riding academy 
three blocks from his home in Hinsdale, 
Illinois. Then, during summer vacations, 
he groomed polo ponies. Finally, an aunt 
introduced him to Maurice Frank, owner of 
the Old Rose Stable which is trained by 
Arnold Winick, The trainer tookSolomone 
in hand and put him through the usual 
routine of mucking out stalls and such, The 
boy won his first race on Doctor Blacker 
last November 5 at Aqueduct, The animal 
paid $52.80. Recently, Solomone won the 
Fort Lauderdale Handicap on *Captain 
Kidd, 

Now, here’s what is different about 
Mickey from the other wonders which 
crop up like the spring flowers and fade 
as quickly. If anybody ought to know about 
whether a jockey is good or notitis Eddie 
Arcaro. The Maestro says of Solomone that 
he is the best prospect Eddie has seen 
in the past 20 years. That ought to make 
him real special.

Hunting Kit and Hunters 

Not the Baileys Hunting Directory, or 
your London tailor, is always correct. 
Here is what I saw worn: 

Gentlemen Riders: Scarlet or black 
coat (some pink cutaways) mostly with 
plain collar, your own hunt or plain 
buttons, white breeches, mahogany top 
boots, (or black tops with black coat), 
white stock, a plain or fancy gold pin 
(some up and down, some across) waist- 
coats of various colors, mostly yellow, 
spurs and top silk hats mostly without 
a hat cord. To the latter custom I paid 
little attention. I attached mine if windy, 
in very bushy country, or on a green or 
uneven jumping horse. I did see some 
men either lose a hunt while they returned 
for their hat or goon bareheaded. Actually 
the only reason I believe the cord is not 
worn is because of the custom that when 
on a horse, the hat is not ever tipped; 
it is removed, lowered below the withers 
and a bow made. In typical English fashion 
this is always done, even though your 
horse may be kicking, rearing, or bucking 
at the time. In fact several one-armed 
followers drop their reins completely to 
make this obeissance. Confusion and 
sometimes falls result, but that uncovered 
bow is traditional. 

A hunting whip with thong and lash 
are generally carried. They are essential 
for gates. Although I occasionally saw 
leather or chamois gloves wornand string 
carried under saddle flap, the most reli- 
able and proven gloves in winter are wool 
(preferably yellow) with string palms. 
Although hard to get in the United States 
every sports shop in England seems to 
carry them, 

Lady Riders: Side saddle ladies wear 
Plain blue or black habits (often with 
hunt collars) top hats or bowlers and 
veils, Hunt buttons seem optional. 

Astride lady riders had the most leeway 
as coats were black or blue; hunt collars 
and/or buttons optional, black or dark 
blue hunting caps or bowlers (never a top 
hat, veil, or cutaway coat) plain black, 
or black top boots, white stocks, spurs, 
and almost any color breeches including 
blue, 

Farmers, horse dealers, and others 
seem to have their own “‘uniform.” Black 
caps, black boots, black coats (some cut 
like a pink coat, others plain with no 





rear buttons), white stocks, and any color 
breeches. 

Children wear anything that has any 
semblance of fitting; and always a cap or 
derby. 

Also used, were short or long rain- 
coats (some plastic) and waterproof aprons 
as weather or personal whims dictate. 
I saw aprons occasionally on clear days 
to hide soiled breeches! 


Immaculate and Correct 

All hunting Britishers pay tremendous 
attention to the condition of their clothes. 
No matter how old, worn, or patched, 
everyone tries to and does appear im- 
maculate, and as correct as possible. 
When one realizes how very little money 
the average hunting folk have, this never 
ceased to amaze me. They work and save 
to turn out well; they also look at you 
and talk about hunting attire. I was genial- 
ly ‘‘kidded’’ one day for carrying a feather 
bat instead of a hunting whip. Actually, 
except for beating a horse, itwas useless. 
Those myriad of gates demand bone 
handles with a metal screw to prevent 
slipping and a strong shaft to push gates, 

For more than three days per week 
hunting, I strongly recommend at least 
two coats, two pairs of boots, three to 
four pairs of breeches, two pairs of 
spurs, and two silk hats. The care of 
these is a real problem. We were beauti- 
fully looked after, but it took a laundress, 
a part-time valet, ana a gardener who 
did the leather, to keep five of us hunting 
every day. Wet, dirty clothes and muddy 
leather are the best arguments against 
one-night stands on a huntang tour. 


Hunters 
General reaction to hunters in Eng- 
land; most are commoner than ours; few 
are as well schooled, a fast horse in 
our measuring is unnecessary; most 
have better manners; few are Thorough- 
bred, many fall; a ‘‘mudder”’ is essential,

Weather and Going 

Weather - ever English, rain, rain 
and more rain, with an occasional burst 
of sun, sometimes followed in minutes by 
hail and even thunder and lightening or 
flaky snow. Everyone talks about it but 
few pay any attention; hunting goes on 
regardless of any weather with the one 
exception - frost. I missed nine days’ 
hunting because of frost. At first I could 
not firmly believe an ideal winter day, 
with bright sun and a heavy white frost 
would really stop hunting. To me it looked 
perfect, but the sun never gets high or 
hot enough to melt the frost, and in addition 
the ground (particularly plough and gate- 
ways) is so rough when frozen that hounds 
cut their feet and horses fall. I saw it 
happen. The only way frost disappears is 
to have a complete change of weather, 
generally warm rain from the GulfStream. 
One should expect frost for a few days 
at a time from the end of December through 
February. Our luck was unusually bad in 
that both England and Ireland had heavy 
frost and some snow for a full week - 
no hunting anywhere. Snow also can pre- 
vent hounds going out, however, it is not 
as serious. The last Friday I was in 
England a five inch blizzard descended. 
To our amazement a warm wave, start- 
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12 
ing about midnight, melted all vestige of 
the blizzard and we went out at noon the 
following day. No snow, but good heavens, 
what muddy going! With few exceptions 
every day’s hunting saw us sinking almost 
hock deep in plough and around gates, 
and ankle deep on the turf. There are 
deep swamps everywhere, particularly in 
the coverts. I never could understand 
how, or why, this deep going does not 
take more of a toll on horses legs. It 


must be that it does not hold like our 
Eastern clay; because if we hunted 
regularly over here in such going I doubt 
if we could ever keep a sound horse, The 
deep going of course adds to the number 
of falls. Think of jumping a hedge, and 
wide ditch, out of plough into plough; 
twice I saw four or more falls while 
watching about eight or ten of the bravest, 
trying to negotiate an unusually big ob- 
stacle in very deep going.

Somewhere back in the old issues of 
“The Chronicle” there’s the story of the 
old Englishman who owned a stud farm. 
A independent old cuss, the Englishman 
absolutely refused to name a single colt. 

“Let the horse earn a name and when 
he earns it he'll get it,’’ seemed to be 
the Britisher’s theory. Things worked out 
pretty well, too, until the time he entered 
one of his unnamed wonders in a race 
at one of the principal meetings. 

Confronted by a blank where the name 
of the horse should be on the entry blank, 
the race course clerk told the gentleman 
that he’d just have to title his four-legged 
property. The owner fumed and fussed 
about such an idiot’s rule and finally 
wrote down something like ‘‘Got-No- 
Name”’. 

Come to think of it, the old boy had 
a point. Twice in the past five years 
I've acquired horses named before I could 
do anything about it. And both names 
fitted the horses like an elephant fits a 
matchbox. 

Long ago I learned never to ask a 
horse dealer the monicker of the brute 
he’s attempting to peddle. Odds are he'll 
name the horse on the spur of the moment 
Sunny Boy and the name is apt to stick, 
As far as this writer is concerned, 
Sunny Boy is an excellent name for a 
loaf of bread. 

The white horse came te the barn 
directly off the range. There was no 
nonsense about a name with him and the 
cowboy selling the horse let it be known 
that one and all were rather happy to have 
this “‘bronc” inside a corral in more 
or less one piece. He was the only white 
horse in the corral and he was identified 
only by “‘that white horse’’. 

Now White Horse suggests the name of 
a respectable drink which has been well 
publicised. The white horse in question, 
except for burrs in the tail, minor cuts 
and a louzy disposition was, in a way, 
rather respectable. So, his name - un- 
officially - by obvious reasoning became 
“The Scotsman”, 

Things were even carried to the point 
of having a stall name tag engraved with 
the high-sounding title. Cleaned up and 
calmed down, ‘The Scotsman” gradually 
accepted the routine of man. He learned 
to walk, trot, canter and gallop, but he 
learned slowly. Sometime the horse was 
absolutely stupid in his slowness. 

Three years later, the name tag was 
gone and the white horse wasn’t much 
better - although much gentler - than 
six months after he came off the range. 
However, no new name tag was made, 
but the last time he went into a show 
ring the announcer called ‘‘Knothead”’. 
For some reason, the name fitted like a 
glove, The horse has been sold since to a 
lady who loves him and has renamed him. 


It’s no compliment that the seller’s name 
was misspelled and the horse called 
“Dougan”. 

Or take the palomino, His name - so 
they said later - actually was Sunnyboy. 
Sixteen-three inches tall and a power- 
house, he was no sunny boy except for 
disposition. Happy as a clam on ice, this 
character had jumping ability as big as 
his heart. Sensible, he’d wander up and 
down mountain trails at 28-mile-a-day 
clips as safely as a trolly car wanders 
down an empty street. He was a nice 
horse. 

But this big devil somehow had a 
comic air about him and the name he 
needed had to fit that attitude. He was a 
large horse and appeared even larger than 
he truly was. The brother in the family 
commented, ‘‘He sure is a monster”, 
and the name stuck. ‘‘The Monster” title 
lasted and wore well, but alas the little 
girl who bought him thought up a pretty 
name. Well, it’s her horse. 

No one yet has put up his fists to 
argue about the big gray’s name. This 
character replaced the palomino in the 
barn, Somehow this four-year-old, 1,300- 
pound, about 17-hand colt had been loaded 
on a hay truck for shipment to a little 
girl in Seattle. It seems before being 
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loaded in the truck, the horse had been 
in a fight and lost most of his hair. The 
truck didn’t help things, either, for half 
way between Spokane and Seattle he fell 
off the truck and cut things up a bit more. 

Unwanted and parked at the local race- 
track in care of a horse doctor, the horse 
was up for sale. Seen through dark glasses 
the gray wasn’t a bad looking horse - if 
you over-looked the scars, the head, the 
huge feet and a few other things that 
nature and good doctoring might or might 
not cure. 

The vet led the horse out and race 
track hangers-on gaped at the elephant 
that had invaded the surroundings of the 
sleek Thoroughbred. ‘‘He’s a big, oxy 
horse,” said the vet who was trying to 
be honest yet sell his unwanted patient. 
Agreed, he was big, oxy and, yet, money 
changed hands. That’s how “The Ox” 
replaced ‘“The Monster” who replaced 
**Knothead.”’ 

Now about Mirante’s Gamble and 
Scamper Down. Who thought up and 
registered these names should have had 
their heads examined. Anyone should know 
that their names are one and the same, 
**Junior’’, Show secretaries are pretty 
nasty about “‘ Junior’’, though,

White City And The Olympic Outlook 
Lt. Col. C.E.G. Hope 


Although Mr. Douglas Bunn has intro- 
duced on-the-ground betting at his new 
international show jumping arena at Hick- 
stead in Sussex, I should hesitate to give 
any odds on the Prix des Nations show 
jumping at Rome next month, However, 
on the form shown at the leading C,H.1.0.’s 
in Europe this Summer - Lucerne, Turin, 
Aachen and London - the three leading 
nations are certainly: Germany, Italy and 
U.S.A. (in alphabetical order, pleasel), 
with Great Britain just in the offing. 

At the time of writing only the British 
have officially announced their team: Pat 
Smythe, with Flanagan and Scorchin; Dawn 
Palethorpe Wofford, with Hollandia; David 
Barker, with Franco; David Broome, with 
Sunsalve and Wildfire Ill, Ann Townsend 
and Bandit IV have been out of form this 
year and were dropped after the near fias- 
co in Dublin, when Argentina won the Aga 
Khan Cup, all the teams piling up faults 
in a most prolific manner. I will hazard 
a guess that the German team will consist 
of Hans Winkler, with Halla or Laila; 
Fritz Thiedemann, with Meteor or Gode- 
wind; A, Schockemohle, with Bachus; Her- 
man Schridde, with Flagrant. Italy will 
start off with Raimundo D’Inzeo, on Posil- 
lip or Gowran Girl; Piero D'Inzeo, with 
The Rock; but the third and fourth strings 
are by no means certain yet. The U.S.A. 
three could really be chosen by a spin 
of the coin, so level is the form, but I 
am willing to make another guess at 
William Steinkraus, with Riviera Wonder; 
George Morris, with Night Owl; Hugh 
Wiley, with Master William; and Frank 





Chapot, with Tally-Ho in reserve. There 
are the actors. How have they played 
their parts? 

At Lucerne Great Britain and U.S.A, 
were the leading teams, and the latter 
won the Nations Cup, without too big a 
margin but decisively enough. Individually, 
George Morris and Sinjon won the Puis- 
sance for America, and Pat Smythe and 
Flanagan won the Grand Prix for Britain, 
the two competitions most comparable to 
the Olympic standard. Sinjon and Riviera 
Wonder won two other competitions, while 
David Broome and Wildfire III had a good 
win early on in a speed contest. Pat 
Smythe tried out that great horse, Sun- 
salve, but failed to get on with him; she 
really prefers a slightly lazy horse, like 
Flanagan or Scorchin, than one with the 
verve and impetuosity of Sunsalve, who is 
inclined to fold up under restraint. 

At Turin a full German team met 
the D’Inzeo Brothers and the rest, and 
the Italians were in overwhelming form, 
winning eight out of twelve competitions, 
including the Nations Cup, to Germany’s 
three, which included the Puissance won 
by Winkler and Halla. In Italy’s team 
was last year’s junior champion, Gualtiero 
Castellini, with Venturo, who had 8 faults 
in the first round but 27 1/2 inthe second; 
their fourth rider was Graziano Man- 
cinelli, with Rochette, whose record was 
wrong course and four faults. 

The Americans and Germans met again 
at Aachen, and the latter had a decisive 
victory in the Nations Cup, conceding only 
16 faults to America’s 32. Schridde and 
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Hugh Wiley of the U, S, 
Jumping Team, on Master 
William, had the best score 
in the Prize of Nations 
Cup at White City, Lon- 
don, Eng.

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Flagrant had two clear rounds, Winkler 
and Laila two fours, Klaus Pade and 
Frolich, another good young German pair, 
had 11 and 4; Schockmohle and Bachus 
had 4 faults on their first round, a second 
one being unnecessary. The Americans 
were definitely off form. It must be added 
that the weather was frightful, heavy rain 
for the first round and the ground heavy 
and slippery. Night Owl slid under the 
second fence, which had to be dismantled 
before he could be extricated, whereupon 
that wise horse escaped as quickly as 
possible into the collecting ring. Chapot 
and Tally-Ho had 8 faults, then Nautical, 
jumping well with Wiley until the last 
treble run in, when he collected 12 faults 
in a row. Steinkraus and Riviera Wonder 
did a faultless captain’s round. Night 
Owl redeemed himself the second time, 
but Nautical and Riviera Wonder both 
failed. Before that Ste‘nkraus and Ksar 
d’Esprit had won the Puissance, and the 
Americans made a brilliant recovery on 
the last day taking first three places in 
the Grand Prix with Night Owl, Ksar 
d’Esprit and Tally-Ho. Nautical, found to 
be suffering from kidney trouble, did not 
come to London, 

So to White City. The other foreign 
teams there were Argentina, Eire and 
Japan, but the issue was between Great 
Britain and U.S.A. The struggle in the 
end was patchy and disappointing. The 
British system of making the early com- 
petitions qualifying rounds for the King 
George V Cup (the equivalent of a Grand 
Prix) seemed to have a soporific effect 
upon the Americans, they being apparently 
content to qualify rather than knock their 
horses about. However, there was a dra- 
matic finish on the first night between 
David Broome and Sunsalve and George 
Morris and Sinjon; the former was putting 
up a very fast final round when the 
horse slipped at a corner and fell, so 
Sinjon had only to do a safe clear round 
to win, which he did, 

Most of the interest, however, centered 
on the experiment of pairing David Broome 
with Sunsalve, for which the credit must 
go mainly to Talbot-Ponsonby, the team’s 
trainer. There is no doubt that these 
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two “‘clicked.’’ Sunsalve is an eager horse, 
with a phenominal leap - in spite of being 
terribly hollow-backed; he loves jumping, 
but is easily put off if restrained too 
much, David Broome, who does not like to 
waste time either, suited him perfectly. 
He did not drive the horse along as some 
people have suggested; there was no need 
to. I heard him every time going round 
imploring the horse to “‘steady!’’ In fact 
he handled him with great tact and was 
rewarded by a great week, which included 
the King George V Cup, the Saddle of 
Honour and the Loriners’ Cup. This pair 
have certainly come into the running for 
the individual prize at Rome. 

The course for the King George V Cup 
was bad; too straight-forward for the first 
round, when there were too many clear 
rounds; suddenly too stiff for the jump- 
off, when thei1e were too few - in fact 
only one, by Broome and Sunsalve. The 
Nations Cup course was a different pro- 
position altogether. It was much more like 
an Olympic trial, with challenging dis- 
tances and some formidable spreads. Here 
are a few specimens. Fence 2, 4 ft. 6 ins. 
with 6-ft. spread, followed 54 ft. later by 
a 5-ft. gate; Fence 10 (double) - (a) up- 
right 4 ft. 9 ins., 22 ft. interval, parallel 
bars 4 ft. 9 ins., 6-ft. spread; Fence 13 
(treble) - (a) upright 4 ft. 6 ins., 35 ft. 
distance, (b) parallel bars, 4 ft. 9 ins., 
6 ft. spread, distance 24 ft., (c) hog’s 
back 4 ft. 9 ins., 5 ft. spread. The first 
round was disastrous for Britain: Franco 
12, Flanagan 16 (12 of them at number 
13), Bandit 12, Sunsalve, redeeming the 
time, 4. For the Americans: Sinjon 4, 
Tally-Ho 8, Master William 0, Riviera 
Wonder 7 (including a refusal at the first 
fence), An operative score of 11 put them 
17 ahead of Britain, which virtually decid- 
ed the issue. In the second round, Franco 
(8), Flanagan (4) and Sunsalve (0) all 
improved; only Bandit failed again; the 
Americans were less impressive, Sinjon 
and Tally-Ho having 12 faults each, but 
Master William’s 4 gave them an overall 
lead of one, so Riviera Wonder’s immacu- 
late clear round only rubbed it in, The 
final score was 27 to 40, Next on the list 
was Argentina with 62 1/2. 
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Pat Smythe, on Scorchin, 
won the Daily Mail Cup. 
She became the first per- 
son to win it three times.

The Daily Mail Cup course was com- 
parable to the Nations Cup course in 
stiffness. The Americans looked likedom- 
inating it, but suddenly fell away in the 
final barrage, Sinjon taking a header into 
the water and decanting Morris just clear 
of it; Master William faulted; the Argen- 
tine pair, Colonel C, Delia and Huipil, 
had 12 faults; then David Broome and 
Wildfire made the cup safe for Britain 
with 4 faults in 43.2 seconds, Pat Smythe 
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Sue Cohen on ClareCastle, 
winner of the Queen Eliza- 
beth II Cup, and previously 
the European Ladies Jump- 
ing Championship at Co- 
penhagen, Denmark.

was the last to jump on Scorchin; the pair 
went safely and steadily together for a 
clear round, to the joy of everybody, in 
54 seconds. So she became the first 
person to win the Daily Mail Cup three 
times, her first two victories having been 
on Prince Hal in 1955 and 1957. 

As a postscript to this our team went 
to Dublin, where Pat Smythe and Broome 
did very well individually, but lost the 
Aga Khan Cup to Argentina, as aforesaid, 
without much honour to anybody. It was 
practically inevitable that Bandit - not 
altogether a fit horse either - should be 
dropped, but I am surprised that Susan 
Cohen and Clare Castle, who won the 
Ladies European Championship at Copen- 
hagen a few weeks before and the Queen 
Elizabeth II Cup and three other good 
competitions at White City, were not 
given a chance. 

What will happen in the Roman Turkish 
bath? On the whole I think my money is 
on Germany. The American horses looked 
tired, were making a lot of unnecessary 
faults, especially at the water. Italy will 
still have to find a third string approaching 
the calibre of the D’Inzeos. So it should 
be a toss-up between U.S.A. and Germany 
for the Gold Medal. But, if I were betting, 
I would have a good ‘“‘hedge” on the 
Russians! They have not been seen since 
they convincingly won the Nations Cup at 
Paris last year; and the Kremlin likes 
springing surprises!

At a meeting of the Selection Committee 
of the Irish Olympic Horse Society held 
at Newbridge on Monday July 25, the 
following horses and riders were selected 
to represent Ireland in the Three-Day- 
Event in the Olympic Games in Rome in 
September. 

Capt. H, Freeman Jackson, M.F.H., 
who will be Team Captain and will ride 
his horse, St. Finbarr; Mr. Anthony Ca- 
meron will ride another horse owned by 
Capt. H, Freeman Jackson, Sonnet; Mr. E. 
P, Harty will ride his own Harlequin. 

In order to select the fourth horse 
and rider it was decided to hold a further 
dressage and cross-country trials in the 
near future. In this trial the riders and 
horses will be Capt. Ian Dudgeon on Mrs. 
Fasenfeld’s Charleville; Major E, A. Boy- 
lan on his own Corrigneagh; and Capt. Ian 
Dudgeon on his father’s, Lt. Col. J. Hume 
Dudgeon’s, Finn. 

Comdt. W. B. Mullins, a former noted 
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member of the Irish Army Jumping team 
has been appointed team manager. Lt, 
Col. Zgorzelski, the team trainer will 
travel with the team. TheOfficials, riders 
and horses will leave Dublin Airport for 
Rome on September Ist. 

The first three horses chosen for the 
team finished in that order at the recent 
Hilltown Olympic Traials. Charleville fin- 
ished 4th and Finn 5th. Corrigneagh only 
took part in the dressage and show-jumping 
and was indisposed for the cross country, 

The forthcoming Trials will indicate if 
Corrigneagh has the requisite stamina and 
ability to give him a place on the team. 
Charleville it will be remembered, did a 
magnificent performance at Stockholm 
when ridden by the present team manager 
Comdt. W. B. Mullins, while Finn will 
probably create an all time Olympic record 
if he is chosen on the team. This would be 
due to the fact that he would probably be 
the only horse competing in an Olympics 
whose dam (Hope) was also an Olympic 
contestant. Hope competed at Helsinki in 
1952 ridden by Capt. Ian Dudgeon and was 
one of the team placed 6th in the Three- 
Day-Event. 





Capt. H, Freeman Jackson was captain 
of the Irish teams at both Helsinki and 
Stockholm, Capt. Ian Dudgeon competed at 
both, while Comdt.

Candidates for the Olympic Team - 
seven riders and nine horses - have been 
in training since winning the Gold Medal 
for 3-Day Event Teams at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Games in Chicago last year. This 
success, plus a bronze medal at the last 
Olympics to live up to, has stimulated 
Canadians to almost superhuman effort in 
preparing a formidable team. The riders, 
young businessmen or students, have 
trained rigorously six days a week without 
let up under Olympic Coach Maj. Anatole 
Pieregorodski. The horses, all loaned to 
the team by patriotic supporters, make 
an impressive group. Two selected for the 
Olympic Team were among those used 
at the Pan-American Games. These are 
Mrs. C, Nelson Smith’s Scottish Thorough- 
bred Pepper Knowes, ridden in Chicago by 
Brian Herbinson, but who has more re- 
cently had Tom Gayford as jock, and M.J.

Solo New Zealand 
Horse For Olympics 


In mid-March New Zealand’s first 
Olympic equestrian aspirant set sail for 
London, the 12,000-mile first stage of a 
venture that, it is confidently hoped, will 
end in the arena at Rome in September. 

The horse is a 10-year-old gelding, 
Telebrae, 16-hands black, by a draught- 
horse, the dam a Thoroughbred mare by 
Little England, He is owned by Mrs. H.D, 
McDonald, who bought him for a hunter 
six years ago. She hunted him only the 
first season, however, because Mr. Colo- 
man Bolgar, the instructor of the New 
Zealand Horse Society, advised her to 
look after a potential champion, 

Telebrae’s maiden season inthe show- 
ring immediately proved the instructor 
right. In his four years’ competition in 
the ring, Telebrae has won, at least once, 
every major jumping event in the Auckland 
province. 

When the Australian jumping team 
toured New Zealand, for the first time, 
February and March 1959, Telebrae was 
runner-up in the final ‘‘Horse of the Year” 
competition. 

His rider, Adrian White, has twice 
represented New Zealand in the Horse 
Society’s jumping team competing at the 
Sydney Royal Show, 1953 and 1955, 

Adrian White and his cousin Peter 
Holden have both represented New Zealand 
twice at the Sydney Royal Show, and both 
travelled to Stockholm, in 1956 expressly 
to see the equestrian events of the Olympic 
Games. Consequently Adrian has a fair 
idea of the opposition he is likely to meet. 

A keen horseman, John Howard is 
also making the trip with Adrian and the 
horse. In the event of Adrian’s not being 
able to ride on any occasion, John Howard 


would be able to take his place. 

In June, Mr. Coloman Bolgar flew to 
England to take over the job of manager- 
trainer of Telebrae, a service he is 
doing gratis. A Hungarian, Coloman Bol- 
gar has lived in New Zealand for eleven 
years. In his native land he was in the 
Army, and in the World Games, held the 
sarne year as the 1936 Olympics at 
Berlin, Coloman Bolgar represented his 
country in the Pentathlon. He has trained 
horses in France and in Italy. It was in 
Italy that he met some New Zealanders 
after the War. Their glowing accounts of 
their country persuaded Coloman Bolgar to 
take his family there and settle. 

He began training race horses at 
Rotorua, but he also took private pupils 
for show-jumping. This second string to 
his bow, gradually became Mr. Bolgar’s

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primary occupation, and finally he gave up 
race-horse training, and shifted to Hast- 
ings, the centre of the greatest interest 
in F.E.1, jumping. As official instructor 
of the New Zealand Horse Society he 
travelled the whole of the Dominion, giving 
lessons in riding and jumping. 

This private venture had to receive 
the sanction of the New Zealand Olympic 
Council, of course; but the N.Z. branch 
of the F.E.I, is more interested in the 
1964 Games to be held at Tokyo,whereit 
is hoped to send a team. Organization for 
this end is already operating. 

Nevertheless every New Zealander is 
hoping that this venturesome pair will 
make the arena at Rome. It would not be 
the first time that ‘‘a dark horse” from 
Down-Under has won a gold medal.

3-Day Favorites 


Having watched the Australians finish 
lst, 2nd and 4th in the British International 
3-Day Event at Badminton, I have no 
hesitation in tipping them to win the team 
event in Rome. And they might take the 
individual too, with a little bit of luck, 

Everybody thought the British Olympic 
horses would be supreme. They were very 
good, but the Australians were clearly 
better. The French team met it’s Waterloo 
in the cross-country when two of their 
4-man team were eliminated for refusals. 
The Irish also met trouble, but in their 
case it was falls - only one of their 5 
horses escaped a disaster. 

So it amounted to Great Britain versus 
Australia, and what a shock those boys 
from ‘‘Down Under” gave to the champions 
of the old home country! It started on the 
first day, when the Australian dressage 
was clearly superior. At the end of the 
dressage they were placed 3rd, 4th, 6th, 
and 8th. Britain’s lady-rider Anneli Drum- 
mond-Hay led the field on ‘‘Perhaps’’, 
but the best British Olympic possible was 
only 9th. 

Although the marking was fairly close, 
it was enough for those Australians to 
have their noses in front! Away they went 
on the 2nd day, obviously determined to 
make every post a winning one. 

Our Solo (Australia) ridden by 50 
year-old sheep-farmer Bill Roycreft was 
drawn No. 1. The little 15 hand Thorough- 
bred flew round the whole course without 


a mistake and gained maximum bonus 
points. That made it rather tough for 
everybody else! 

Salad Days, ridden by the Australian 
captain Laurie Morgan, was within 5 
points of maximum. 

The day ended as it had started, with 
an Australian clear round. Mirrabooka 
(N. Lavis) galloped into 5th place. Their 
team was then 2nd, 3rd and Sth. 

The final day made their triumph com- 
plete. The clear rounds by Our Solo and 
Salad Days put them comfortably ahead of 
Perhaps, which had 2 fences down. It was 
bad luck for Anneli Drummond-Hay who 
had led for 2 days, but the Australian 
horses were clearly better jumpers. 

To sum up, Australia has 3 combina- 
tions which appear absolutely top-class. 
Adlai (J. W. Kelly) may be as good or 
nearly so, but this time a fall spoiled 
his chances. Also Bill Roycroft said he 
reckons his other horse, Sabre, which did 
not compete, is slightly better than Our 
Solo! I.H.D. & B.H. 


British Olympic 


3-Day Event Team 


Members of the Press were invited 
to the Windsor Forest Stud Farm on July 
7th to see the 3-Day Event Team in 
training. The beautiful stable yard is 
entered by an archway, and loose boxes 
look out from all sides on to the green 
lawns. Beyond the yard are the erstwhile 
stud paddocks, now used for longeing and 
Dressage training. All these facilities 
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are provided by the owner, her Majesty 
the Queen, whose love of all forms of 
equestrian sport is well known. 

Her Majesty has also graciously given 
permission for the adjoining expanse of 
lovely Windsor Great Park to be used for 
exercise and for ‘‘roads and trails’’ work. 
Gallops are ridden on the perfect turf of 
Ascot racecourse, and a set of show jumps 
lent by the British Show Jumping Associa- 
tion have been set up on level ground 
inside the course. For any necessary 
cross-country or steeplechase practice, 
the horses are taken in vans to Twesel- 
down, where there are permanent courses 
laid out. 

Six riders and ten horses resumed 
collective training on June 27th, under the 
guidance of Lieut. Col. Frank Weldon, 
the trainer and Team Manager. Col. 
Weldon commanded the King’s Troop of the 
Royal Horse Artillery for the Coronation 
of Queen Elizabeth in 1952. He was cap- 
tain and manager of the Gold Medal team 
at Stockholm in 1956, and has been in 
almost every British International team 
since 1954, 

Dressage instructor to the team is Mr. 
Robert Hall, who trained for some years 
at the Spanish Riding School in Vienna. 
He now has his own school of equitation 
in England, which rates as one of the 
best in the country. 

The final selection was made early in 
August by a Committee consisting of 
former Olympic riders Maj. Laurence 
Rook and Com. John Oram, and by Col. 
“Babe” Moseley and Col. Bob Brack-

It is ironic that Ireland, which has 
produced so many outstanding horses on 
the winning or placed teams of several 
countries, has not yet herself succeeded 
in winning a major placing in either the 
Three-Day-Event or the Prix des Nations 
at an Olympic Games, but it is hoped 
that the preparations being made for the 
forthcoming efforts in Rome may change 
this extraordinary situation, 

Extraordinary seems a most appro- 
priate word when one remembers that at 
the Stockholm Games, Ireland bred all the 
horses on the first prize winning British 
team (three and a reserve); and several 
of the horses on the placed Australian, 
Canadian, Swiss, and Italian teams. They 
also bred several of the horses on the 
successful British Prix des Nations team 
as well as entrants on the teams from 
Italy, Switzerland, Portugal, Turkey, Bel- 
gium and Japan. 

To bring her breeding achievements 


sensational victory over the German 
Champion Herr Schultheiss, and in the 
competition for the Gustav-Rau-Souvenir- 
Prize (Grand Prix), she also beat the 
Olympic Champion, Major St. Cyr. Al- 
though Sea Forth, a horse bred and trained 
in Ireland, was a dressage horse and won 
the Country Life Cup twice in London; 
Ireland, in general, has never seriously 
devoted itself to dressage, being more 
directly concerned with show-jumping and 
cross-country work, 

To counteract this weakness, a Polish 
Insturctor, Lt. Col. Zgorzelski was ap- 
pointed to train the Three-Day-Event 
team and took up his position as instructor 
on Ist January, 1960, Considering the 
programs of other countries, some extend- 
ing over several years, Ireland seems to 
have made a late start in its Olympic 
preparations, However the progress being 
made is encouraging and it is hoped to 
field a team that will give a fairly good

even more up to date, a former Olympic 
Three-Day-Event horse, Copper Coin, 
now re-named Grasshopper, won the re- 
cent Pan-American Games in Chicago, 
To add to the irony, Copper Coin, when 
going like a bullet on the Irish Three- 
Day-Event team at Stockholm, went the 
wrong side of a flag and thus disqualified 
the whole team, which seemed almost 
certain at that stage of finishing either 
2nd or 3rd, 

So much for a cursory glance at sup- 
plying Irish-bred horses for Three-Day- 
Events and Prix des Nations. Eyen more 
recently an Irish-bred horse, Rath 
Patrick, Gold Medal winner at the Pan- 
American Games, scored outstanding suc- 
cesses in dressage at the Berlin show, 
held in February this year. Ridden by 20 
year old Miss Trish Galvin, from Santa 
Barbara, California, this horse had a 


account of itself in the Three-Day-Event 
in Rome. 
Irish Olympic Horse Society 

For the past eight years the Castle- 
town Equestrian and Hunter Trials Society 
have been holding an annual One-Day- 
Event at Castletown in order to give Irish 
horses and riders some inkling of what 
might be required for an Olympic Three- 
Day-Event. Last December this Society 
was incorporated in a newly formed Irish 
Olympic Horse Society, which is now taking 
complete control over everything con- 
nected with Three-Day-Event pre- 
parations. 

The Committee members of the new 
body are, Lord Carew, President. The 
Hon. W. E. Wylie and Lord Killanin, 
Vice-Presidents; Major Victor Mc- 
Calmont, Chairman; Capt. I, Dudgeon, 
Capt. H, Freeman Jackson, The Marquis 
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of Waterford, Stanislaus Lynch, Mr. T, 
F, Ryan, Lt. Col. J. Neylon, Brigadier 
J. B. Fowler, Lady Carew, Mr. R, G, 
Garland, Mrs. J. Alexander, The Earl 
of Harrington, Mr. J. Heather, Mrs. F, 
Peard, and Mr. D. Macgillicudy. 

The trainer chosen by the Committee 
is Lt. Col, Wladek Zgorzelski, who com- 
manded the 10th Polish Dragoons. He 
saw active service in the Polish-Russian 
War from 1918 to 1920 and in Poland in 
1939, France 1940, and France and Ger- 
many 1944-5, He underwent several riding 
courses in the Polish Military Riding 
Academy and also in France, Italy and 
Germany. At one period he was a co- 
pupil of Bertalon De Nemethy, who is 
the highly successful instructor of the 
U.S.A, jumping team, Three times he 
won the individual Championship in the 
Polish Three-Day-Event and was also 
three times on the winning Polish Three- 
Day-Event team, which makes him three 
times champion rider of Poland. He com- 
peted successfully in dressage, Three- 
Day-Events, steeplechases, long distance 
rides, polo and show-jumping. He won 
ever 50 Steeplechases and cross-country 
events and was placed over 600 times 
in show jumping competitions in New York, 
Nice, Rome, Brussels, Amsterdam, and 
Warsaw. He has written hundreds of 
articles on equestrian subjects in maga- 
zines in various parts of the world, 

After the war he emigrated to South 
America, where he was technical instruc- 
tor of several well-known riding clubs in 
Chile and the Argentine. In 1956 one of 
his pupils, Major Delio, was 3rd in the 
World championship at Aachen and won the 
biggest show jumping event in Germany, 
The Show Jumping Derby. For his work 
in South America, he was awarded the 
‘Legion de Honor Equestre Inter- 
national’, Col. W. Zgorzelski speaks five 
languages. 

Training Center 

He took up his duties on the Ist 
January and resides near Curraghmore, 
the training centre which has been so 
kindly placed at the disposal of the Irish 
Olympic Horse Society by the Marquis 
of Waterford, whose family have been 
closely associated with everything con- 
nected with equestrian matters in Ireland 
for several generations, It is to the 
memory of one of his forebears, Henry, 
the sixth Marquis of Waterford, that the 
present Hound Pavilion at Clonmel Fox- 
hound Show was erected in 1914 - a 
tribute to one of the greatest supporters 
of foxhunting and one of the greatest 
breeders of foxhounds in Irish hunting 
history. 

The former kennels of the Waterford 
Hounds and the huntsman’s house were 
turned into team headquarters for horses 
and riders in training. Since training be- 
gan, about 30 horses have been to Curragh- 
more, but a surprisingly few have proved 
of sufficient ability for the task in hand. 
The same applies also to riders.

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Dublin Horse Show Week

The proud wearer of the blue and white 
sash, symbol of the individual champion- 
ship of the Dublin Horse Show, was Miss 
Pat Smythe (England), Based on the marks 
gained in all the placings in previous com- 
petitions - except the Aga Khan Trophy, 
won by Argentina, and the Irish Trophy - 
she amassed a total of 25 marks, closely 
followed by a brilliant young Welshman, 
David Broome, with 24 and Ireland’s Cap- 
tain W. A, Ringrose, with 21. The Irish 
Trophy went to Britain by way of David 
Broome - the youngest rider on the fastest 
horse, Sunsalve. One of the best perfor- 
mances of the week was achieved by Ire- 
land’s Tommy Wade riding Dundrum, in the 
Wylie Perpetual Challenge Cup. Surprise 
packet of the Show were the Argentinians, 
especially Senor E, Hartkoft riding Baltaz- 
zar. It was announced that the same team 
would represent Britain in the Olympics 
as did duty in Dublin (second in the Aga 
Khan Trophy) viz: David Broome (Sun- 
salve), Mrs. Dawn Woffard (Hollandia), 
Miss Pat Smythe (Flanagan), and David 
Barker (Bandit IV), I thought that the best 
performance was put up by Miss Pat 
Smythe when winning the International 
Competition on her Irish-bred, Flanagan. 
For the fourth year running Mr. N, Galway 
Greer won the Hunter Championship, this 
time with Superb, ridden by Jack Gittens. 
I would really class Superb as a light- 
weight and it seems that the “Heavies” 
are few and far between, in point ofclass. 
There is, and was, a disappointing turnout 
of Heavyweight Horses, so badly needed 
in the Hunting field and in the Show Ring. 

This year attendances were about 110, 
000, well up to last years figures; the 
total of 1,143 entries is arecord, although 
I would have wished that the general stand- 
ard were higher. Excellent weather 
favored the Show and much business was 
done on the big Halls where Fur Coats, 
displayed by mannequins, attracted as big 
a gallery as the heavy farm machinery 
and the Newspaper Displays. 

A Norwegian visitor asked me, point- 
edly, ‘Is lreland’s Horse Show an excuse 
for all tae jollification?’” Well asked, for 
with a neigh, a jingle of harness, and the 
muffled pop of champagne, the change- 
overs from horses to Balls and Receptions 
were quite unnerving and exhausting, even 
to the most hardened. All week long, the 
visitors, including tall young guardsmen 
and society debs from Mayfair, dragged 
themselves, weary-eyed and stiff-legged, 
from an endless round of dawn-to-dusk 
Hunt Balls, race meetings, parties, and 
receptions, At these functions + nothing 
like them at Nice or Monte Carlo - 
celebrating Humans suffered exhaustion; 
the ladies brilliant in wonderful creations 
and tiaras; and the gentlemen in white 
ties, pink coats and decorations, expecially 
those worn by the various members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, stationed in Dublin. A 


far cry from that day, nearly a hundred 
years ago, when the Dublin Horse Show 
began. At that time “the stone wall was 
a 5 feet 10 inches jump on wet sawdust 
in a small, crowded courtyard.” In the 
bloodstock yard, across the road, one sat 
beside a Maharajah, flanked by an English 
Lord and a shabby Irish baron, all waiting 
for the appearance of another ‘‘Ballsbridge 
bargain’. 

There were those, like Lady Mollie 
Cusack-Smith, Master of her own pack of 
hounds, who will tell you candidly that 
she has broken every bone in her body - 
in the hunting field, and she should know! 
When the Show Yard is empty, youcan buy 
yourself into a Hunt Ball, for afew guineas, 
where you can watch the dizzy antics of 
the sweet young things and their escorts, 
fresh from the pages of Debrett. You will, 
provided you are ‘‘accepted’”’, end up in 
some big house or officer’s mess, scoffing 
Irish malt (whiskey to you), or, find your-

self frying sausages in the vaulted kitchen 
of a Peer’s secluded mansion; drinking 
stout out a cracked cup. The odds are that 
you will never beat the milkman to the 
front door: this is the ‘“‘Georgian” way of 
life, 1960. There are some don'ts for the 
uninitiated: Don’t carry a shillelagh, or 
say, “Top O’ the morning,” or drop a 
“‘begorrah”, otherwise, the Irish will 
suspect that you have just stepped out of 
a foreign 19th century political cartoon. 
The Irish are not fussy over dress - 
though bowler hats are only worn by Dublin 
cabbies - and at an Irish party an Aran 
Jersey has much social significance as a 
row of medals, although you will probably 
see more haute couture at a hunt ball or 
reception than in the most fashionable 
London gathering. Another don’t (mind) 
the food: After a week of Dublin Bay 
Prawns, steaks, Limerick ham, Cork 
Drisheens and Gaelic Coffee; plus, you 
would find yourself primed like a Gastro- 
nomic bomb. They do help to build up 
resistance for a ‘“‘wrecking’” week! As a 
young London deb remarked, “I will 


probably get used to it all in another few 
years.” 
The Real Thing in Horse Show Week is 
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the Invitation Only Private Party, where 
more screening is done than at a musco- 
vite convention. The best, voted Joy who 
was present, was the big Party given by 
the Donald Davies’ and Lady Goulding at 
the formers’ stately mansion, ‘‘Charle- 
ville’, Enniskerry. This was in aid of the 
Central Remedial Clinic, of which body 
Lady Goulding is president. A gate- 
crasher might have lasted 10 seconds with 
some luck, such was the vigilance dis- 
played by stewards; in which the attendance 
was limited to 300 invitations. 

Wildest Ball was the Galway Blazers 
Hunt Ball (someone should ask a modern 
“Blazer” how the Hunt got this name; 
bet he does not know the true explanation). 
Here, champagne erupted and hissed; buns 
and rolls flew with target practice 
accuracy, and over-worked and perspiring 
waiters rescued young people from peri- 
lous situations. A flurry of rock and roll 
would find youngsters of 18 and 80 in a 
scrambled heap on the floor - what a 
waste of finery. Still, it was wonderful 
fun, and no one was annoyed or were any 
bones broken, that I could discover. 


. Bit MN 
Coveted award of the Ladies Day - 
“Show Picture of the week” - went to a 
close relative, Joy de Burgh-O’Brien, 
at the big Irish Times stand, Ballsbridge. 
When the picture was actually taken she 
was all unconsciously ‘‘marking her card” 
on the Jumping event; no one was more 
surprised. 

It had truly been a wonderful week, 
exciting, full of happenings, and I for one 
would not wish it changed one iota, At the 
end, the least fatigued were the horses! 
It is unique.

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British Competitors 
In Grand Prix 
de Dressage 


It is certain that Great Britain’s rep- 
resentatives in the Grand Prix de Dressage 
will both be ladies. Mrs. V.D.S. Williams, 
with Little Model, has already been chosen, 
but so far the Selection Committee have 
not made their second choice, which rests 
between Mrs. R, Hall, Mrs. Lorna John- 
stone, Mrs. Gold, and Miss Diana Mason. 

These four competed at the recent 
Aachen Show, and all finished in the first 
eleven in the Grand Prix Test. Mrs. Gold 
on Gay Gordon, who won four cups here in 
1958, was marked best of the four to take 
fifth place. 

Mrs. Williams is one of the pioneers 
of Dressage in Great Britain, and, to- 
gether with her husband, has probably 
done more than anyore else to arouse 
interest in it. In 1956, with Mrs. John- 
stone, she took part in the Grand Prix 
de Dressage in Stockholm. This was the 
first time that Great Britain has been 
represented, and there was no question 
of choosing a team, as at that time these 
were the only two riders with horses train- 
ed to the required standard. Since then, 
interest in Dressage has increased tre- 
mendously, and in the Grand Prix held at 
Ascot this spring there were eight entries, 
of which seven competed. Mrs. Williams 
won by the tremendous margin of fifty one 
marks from Mrs, Johnstone, and Mrs, 
Hall was third, another five marks behind. 

Little Model is a nine-year-old, com- 
paratively young to be competing inDres- 
sage at this level. He was bought by Mrs. 
Williams as a six-year-old, when already 
embarked on a successful show jumping 
career, His previous owner had also 
taught him several circus tricks, the most 
useful being to kneel when mounted, Some 
of the others proved a little disconcerting, 
and to begin with Mrs. Williams was never 
quite sure what would happen when she 
applied different aids. 

In 1957 Little Model came out to win 
two Novice and one Elementary Tests. The 
following year he suffered from splints 
and again only competed twice, winning on 
both occasions, In 1959 he won both medium 
and Prix St. Georges Tests, and this year 
he has swept all before him, winning the 
Prix St. Georges, F.E.I, International and 
Grand Prix at Ascot, the Grand Prix at 
Windsor, and the Prix St. Georges at 
Richmond. 

He is a most attractive grey gelding, 
Standing about 15.1 h.h, witha tail so white 
it almost sparkles, His sire is the jumper 
Blue Heaven, and his dam a Connemara 
pony mare. To Mrs. Williams and her 
husband go most of the credit for his 
training, with some help last winter from 
Colonel Frank of the Swiss Cavalry. 

The rest of the horses in the British 
Olympic Teams will fly to Rome, but Lit- 
tle Model suffers badly from claustro- 


phobia and will travel by road in his own 
van with the partitions removed so he has 
plenty of room to move around and lie 
down at night. Because of this affliction 
he has never yet appeared on the Con- 
tinent, and Mrs. Williams hopes that he 
will prove a pleasant surprise to the 
judges in Rome.

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HORSE TRIAL DRESSAGE TESTS 

Mrs. Henry Wynmalen, writing in a 
recent issue of the British publication 
“Horse and Hound”, says: - ‘Should 
there be a name for dressage tests per 
se and another for those performed at 
horse trials? In a novice test judges are

looking for correct elementary training up 
to that stage and for the promise of 
better things to come. But at horse trials 
judges are often faced with experienced 
old horses, some of which are capable of 
quite advanced dressage tests and their 
performances are obviously different. 

‘‘Many trainers school their horses 
solely with combined training in view. They 
do not wish, or provide, for future collect- 
ed work as would be the case with the 
horse schooled for dressage proper. But 
that does not mean that their dressage is 
wrong for the purpose they have in mind. 
I feel that tests might be named, for 
argument’s sake, ‘Horse Trials Dressage 
Tests,” and numbered 1, 2, 3, etc., 
according to the severity of the competi- 
tion.”’

Of all the horses which have performed 
with such signal success for the U.S, 
Equestrian Jumping Team - in this 
country, in England, in Ireland and on 
the Continent - since the last Olympic 
Games, the greatest favorite of the crowd 
is undoubtedly Nautical. He has, first of 
all, the advantage of his unusual yellow- 
cream color and the fact that his sire is 
a thoroughly American product - a Palo- 
mino Quarter Horse, Muchacho de Oro. 
From his Thoroughbred dam he derives 
the speed and determination which are 
essential ingredients for the international 
jumper. Most of all, however, his popular- 
ity lies in his way of going. Ksar d’Esprit 
may jump bigger, Riviera Wonder may be 
steadier, but Nautical careers around the 
ring and over the biggest obstacles with 
special verve and enthusiasm, his tail 
sticking straight up in the air as hejumps, 
a style which always brings roars of 
applause from the encircling arena. 

Most great show ring performers are 
either seen galloping, jumping or quietly 
saluting the judges. Nautical complies 
with the first two, but his way of saluting 
the judges is never quiet. Onthecontrary, 
he accomplishes this ordinarily sedate 
maneuver by standing exuberantly on his 
hind legs, the pose in which the artist, 
Jean Bowman, has caught him. Nautical 
is not a conventional horse nor is this 
a conventional portrait. Commissioned 
by one of his greatest admirers, Mrs. 
Whitney Stone, who gave the picture to 
his owner-rider Hugh Wiley, the pose 
to be painted immediately became a matter 
of differing opinions, which only just 
stopped short of controversy. Finally 
Miss Bowman took matters into her own 
hands and sketched the horse on his hind 
legs. One picture is worth a thousand 
words, as Mrs. Stone and Mr. Wiley agreed 
when they saw her conception, now em- 
bodied in the finished picture which ap- 
pears on our cover.

The Santa Barbara National Horse 
Show took place for the 4lst year with 
more entries and spectators than ever 
before. The show ran for 9 days with 
most of the Southland’s well known stables 
participating and a promising crop of new- 
er horses and riders.

Riding Col. Williams’ Cottage Romance, 
a grey mare by Cottage Son, he took part 
in the hors concours at Harewood, where 
he scored a clear round in the cross 
country phase. This year the combination 
was second at Cowfold and won at Stowell 
Park, but unfortunately a fall spoiled 
their chance at Badminton. 

Mr. Ted Marsh has lent two horses, 
Wild Venture and Blue Jeans. The former, 
at 16 years of age, is the veteran of the 
party, and was on the Gold Medal Olympic 
Team in Stockholm ridden by Maj. Lau- 
rence Rook, Ridden by his owner his 
numerous successes include 4th in the 
European Championships at Copenhagen in 
1957, and 3rd at Badminton in 1959, 
Blue Jeans is an 1l-year-old who has 
been consistently placed in horse trials 
during the past four years, including 6th 
at Badminton last year, ridden by Mr. 
Marsh, who thus put up a great perfor- 
mance to finish with both his horses in 
the first six. 

Col. Smyly’s 8-year-old Carte Blanche 
is a comparative newcomer to horse 
trials, but he came Sth in the Little 
Badminton event this year. 

Dapper, when ridden by his owner, 
Mrs. Guinness, -won many prizes in 
Intermediate and Open Classes in the past 
three years, and is now being ridden by 
Col. Weldon, 

Samuel Johnson is owned by Mrs. 
N. Marshall and has been ridden by her 
with great success. Col, Weldon rode him 
into Sth place at Badminton in 1959, and 
7th this year, and was also 2nd in the 
European Championships at Harewood. He 
will use him as his first horse at Rome. 

Col. Weldon’s training and manage- 
ment of the team before the 1956 Olympics 
certainly produced the desired result, and 
it is to be hoped that it will bring home 
the Gold Medals again. 

Lavender Scaramanga 
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Maryland Pony Show 


During its 16-year history, the Mary- 
land Pony Show has earned an enviable 
reputation for its efficient management, 
split-second timing, friendly relationships 
with exhibitors - and most of all, for pro- 
ducing the largest pony show in America. 

This year, with close to 300 individual 
ponies and horses making 1,800 entries, 
the three-day event in the infield of the 
Timonium race track excelled in every 
department. President Charley Gartrell 
said he felt abashed over program delays 
during the Saturday session, when 40-odd 
large ponies appeared for the model class 
in that division and other classes attract- 
ed equally large numbers, (Parents of 
young exhibitors noted happily that the 
last championship was awarded about 5 
p. m. on the final day, surely some sort 
of record for winding up a show of this 
size.) 

When it came to points, one of the 
small-division entries was able to pile up 
enough to win not only the pint-sized cham- 
pionship, but also the grand champion- 
ship. Daria Ortynsky, with brown pigtails 
flying, rode her own Royal Mist, to earn 
16 1/2 points for the show’s major title. 

Beaver Tate, the talented 9-year-old 
jock who won the grand championship last 
year with Bambi, wasn’t far behind this 
year. Riding Waverly Farm’s grand old 
man, Johnny Cake, Beaver was able to take 
home the reserve grand championship as 
well as the crown in the medium-sized 
division, 

Bobbie Gardner, whose Moonbeam 
Came to Maryland with a string of im- 
portant championships to her recent cre- 
dit, confided to friends before the show 
opened that she didn’t really expect to win 
much because Moonbeam ‘‘never seems to 
be lucky at Timonium.” Bobbie’s prophecy 
seemed destined to come true during the 
early stages, but Moonbeam hit her stride 
as the show progressed and was named 
large pony champion over Terry Rudd’s 
Hot Shot Kid, from Berwyn, Pa. Bobbie 
also rode the junior champion, Capt. and 
. Mrs. Charles Maslin’s Jamie, who had 11 
points over another member of the Rudd 
Stable, Kenny’s White Rock, with 8. 

The maiden and novice division, largest 
in the show, brought out 68 entries with 
the eventual champion Dodds Bloomgar- 
den’s pleasant-dispositioned Quaker Bon- 
het - reserve going to Libby Oyler’s home- 
bred, Sabre. 

Virginia show ring followers were 
interested in the many excellent perfor- 
mances of R. L. Robertson’s 2-year-old 


chestnut pony, Keswick, ridden by that 
youthful expert, Noel Twyman. Keswick 
had made his debut at the Warrenton Pony 
Show, winning the Mary Drury Memorial 
there, as well as several other good rib- 
bons. In Maryland, Keswick repeated his 
blue ribbon - winning in the Drury Memor- 
ial and placed behind Chuck Gore’s Pretty 
Penny in the small international class. It 
is in this latter event that ponies arecur- 
rently attempting to pile up sufficient 
points for places on two international 
teams to represent this country in a pony 
competition in England next year. 

Carolyn Peyton, who must have earn- 
ed quite an impressive pile of second- 
place ribbons in horsemanship classes 
in the past few weeks, continued to pick 
up those red ribbons until the last equita- 
tion event at the Maryland show. Then she 
earned the blue in the ASPCA, and short- 
ly afterward was named equitation cham- 
pion over Maggie Horsky, ofSilver Spring, 
Md. Maggie received an unexpected blue in 
the AHSA Medal class, incidentally, when 
the original winner, Patsy Worrall, learn- 
ed that she wasn’t eligible for this one be- 
cause she had won another Medal Class in 
the same zone earlier inthe season, Patsy 
reported to the show committee that she 
would have to decline the blue, so it was 
turned over officially to the second place 
winner, Maggie, who thus becomes eligible 
to compete in the finals at Madison 
Square Garden in the fall. 

Patsy’s sportsmanship in that instance 
paid off shortly afterward when her own 
green pony, Glencoe, was awarded the 
blue in the maiden hunting event for large 
ponies when the original winner of the 
class, Mrs. W. Graham Boyce’s Honey 
Dew, was found to be ineligible. A.C.

Pony Show Notes 


Anne Christmas 


There is no truth to the rumor that 
every ambulatory pony on the East Coast 
was at the Maryland Pony Show...It only 
seemed that way...One major theory was 
pointed up by the tremendous number of 
entries: There is a demand for classes 
for maiden and novice ponies and junior 
horses... Yet very few shows provide such 
opportunities for green stock (not tomen- 
tion the less experienced riders)...At the 
3-day Timonium event, there were nearly 
70, with every class filled to overflowing 
..-Post entries were permitted, and the 
success of these policies is obvious when 
you multiply 1,800 entries by $3 per class. 

What with the regular inhabitants of 
Timonium race track, namely the runners, 
and those 300 ponies for the show, every 
stall was taken...The racing crowd eyed 
the “pony people’’ somewhat askance, 
and one was heard to remark: ‘‘Gee, you 
could buy a real decent race horse for 
what they pay for them little things!’’... 
On the complimentary side, a trainer 
observed that the 10-year-old youngsters 
he saw aboard ponies seemed to know a 
lot more about riding than some exercise 
boys and apprentice jocks. 

In addition to breaking its own entry 
and attendance records, this Maryland 
Pony Show also set a new high for com- 
plaints about the judging...Traditionally 
exhibitors have had very little to protest 
about at Timonium, but this year, commit- 
tee members’ ears were badly bent by the 
time it all ended. 

Especially noteworthy outside the ring 
was the efficient way in which John Wagner 
and his crew arranged for ponies to be 
measured,..now a requirement by the 
American Horse Shows Association as well 
as the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows...Repeated requests, citing ponies 
by name, finally brought them all under 
the measuring stick, with or without afew 
mild objections from owners who didn’t 
wish to join in...Certainly it seemed that 
nearly every pony from New York to 
Carolina must have been measured, and 
there was a long waiting line. 

Jerold Hoffberger, president of a beer 
company famed for its “‘land of pleasant 
living’? advertisements, contributed to the 
Pleasant living of young exhibitors by 
giving his customary swimming party the 
first night of the show...And the title of 
the teen-agers’ gathering afterward at 
Timonium had to be changed from ‘‘re- 
cord hop’’ to “‘dance’’ because the music 
turned out to be a real, live orchestra. 

Many out-of-towners stayed in nearby 
motels with pools, and took advantage of 
the long classes to hurry away for a quick 
swim...A boon for the riders involved, 
who were able to get back into their boots 
in time for their next class...The weather 
was blistering hot for two of the three 
days. 

Eloise and Marianna Hopkins, of Silver 
Spring, Md., were accompanied by a St. 


Bernard with a wooden keg around his 
neck.,.Edgar Mills came down from Penn- 
sylvania as agent for a likely-looking green 
pony, Johnny Jump-Up, who won ribbons 
in several divisions...Delmar Twyman 
never had seen the Maryland Pony Show 
before; he brought son Noel to ride 
Keswick...Cappy Smith sent Passport over 
for Chuck Gore to ride in the junior 
classes...Passport obligingly won one of 
them.

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British Polo Season 
Meadow Brook Problems 
W. Holden White 
London, August 3 - “‘August Bank 


Holiday”, the counterpart of our Labor 
Day, is just over and with it have finished 
the major English polo tournaments of the 
year, though polo with good crowds and a 
lot of galloping will continue until the 
middle of September. A seven weekdrought 
from May through mid-June had fast, 
concrete-like fields for players and ponies 
to contest; since then rain and bog-like 
surfaces to contend with. The champions 
of the season; In 14-21 goal Count Elie 
de Rothschild’s ‘“‘Casajero” team of 
French, Mexican, Spanish line-up again 
won the coveted Cowdray Gold Cup; in 
the 14-8 handicap division, despite some 
losses, Polo Cottage must be considered 
best; in the 6-0 handicap section the 
Jersey Lillies proved themselves tops. 

What about the invading Meadow Brook 
team which came a long way, expended a 
lot of money to do so? Their story is one 
of gallantry, personal success as polo 
players and ambassadors, great interest 
as to players and ponies by the British 
polo fans, but no tournament success, 
George Sherman, Bill Hudson, AlanCorey, 
Juan Rodriguez, as well as young Alan 
Corey, their more than able substitute, 
without doubt made a hit here in every 
way. But as for taking away silverware 
it was invariably “close but no cigar.” 

Let’s analyze this. English polo fields 
all differ in their smoothness and play. 
Those of Hurlingham, Roehampton, and 
such before the last war were like mani- 
cured billard-tables in sun or storm. 
Today’s fields are well kept, but ‘‘they 
ain’t what they used to be.”’ Alan Corey, 
after his first practice game, remarked 
they were cut a half inch too short. The 
rebuttal is that English grass on good 
turf grows so quickly in normal weather 
it has to be cut that short, as there is 
not enough man-power to cut it again 
next day when over night it might be too

long. One day you scratch down for the 
ball, the next it sits up for you to like a 
wonderful thing to belt out of the country. 
Polo is played here in drought and/or 
pelting rain in a bog. You have to be 
ready to dig with a shovel or race as if 
you were on a sand field of Arizona or 
India. Sometimes you hit the jack-pot 
of a half-way medium. Then you are in 
heaven, but anyone playing polo in England 
has got to be ready for and able to cope 
with all the ground mediums, It takes a 
lot of getting used to. 

The Meadow Brook team was also 
surprised at the weight of the ball used. 
It is 2 ounces heavier than that used at 
home. Over the years I personally never 
noticed it, but being a heavyweight perhaps 
it made no difference to missing it or 
not belting it correctly. Some years ago 
here we tried a batch of Indian balls and 
soon gave them up. They were so light 
if you hit one in the air it either became 
orbited or came back over one’s head in 
the opposite direction. 

Outside of these local conditions the 
fact is Meadow Brook should have arrived 
earlier in order to settle both players 
and ponies, and become accustomed to 
conditions. They had to compete far too 
quickly and in the hard way learn what 
was their proper line-up. 

Lastly they had really hard luck in 
their first tournament draw. Smack out 
of the bat in the Cowdray Gold Cup - 
and after only a couple of mild practices - 
they met ‘‘The Centaurs’’, Evelyn de 
Rothschild’s hot and co-favourites with 
cousin Elie’s team to win the gold. They 
got walloped, It was bad luck and it looked 
as if their tails might be down. They 
came back in the subsidiary tournament, 
alias the Midhurst Town Cup, and against 
the Argentine ‘‘La Esadanza” team put 
on a display to the tune of 19-5. Cowdray 
score-boards only run as high as 18 so 
a hastily chalked up figure had to be put 
up on the board, George Sherman scored 
no less than 11 goals. A note to the U. S. 
Polo Association; he has been nick-named 
**Eleven Goal” ever since. They then were 
beaten in the next round of this tournament. 

Meadow Brook won a nice exhibition 
game at Windsor where they enjoyed them- 
selves meeting the Queen and Prince 
Phillip. That was the end of being on the 
winning side. Bill Hudson had to fly back 
to Texas for a blessed event and young 
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Alan Corey was put into service on the 
team. It is no fault of his they lost in 
the semi-finals to Cowdray in the Cowdray 
Challenge Cup (high-goal) or in a TV 
special match against the Duke of Edin- 
burgh on August 1. Young Alan with the 
Jersey Lillies team won two 6-goal tour- 
naments, played well not only in those 
but also in the high-goal games. He is a 
real comer and took the eye of everyone 
here. 

Despite its sad record Meadow Brook 
made it’s mark. People are talking of 
Alan Corey’s brilliant strokes and position 
play; George Sherman’s go and goal-hitting 
and if Bill Hudson is only 2 goals a lot 
of people here ought to be zero, 

Peculiarly enough Count Elie de Roth- 
schild’s ‘*Casajero’’ team won the Cow- 
dray Gold Cup by exactly the same score 
8-7 as they won it last year and almost 
in the same circumstances and situation, 
A year ago they beat Cowdray in a hectic 
and dramatic last period, when Cowdray 
picked itself up off the floor. Evelyn de 
Rothschild’s ‘‘Centaurs”’, with the magni- 
ficent ‘‘Chino” Gracido playing against 
two of his brothers, got up off a first 
period 4-1 score to fight back and just 





lose. It had 10,000 in the stands wild with 
excitement, 

A couple of weeks later these same 
two teams met for the Duke of Sutherland 
Cup in a special match. Again “‘Casajero” 
won but it was probably the best game of 
the season. We say that because it was 
played at great pace and in great fun and 
sport. This latter can be epitomized by 
the fact in saving a goal Carno Gracido 
came unbuckled and bounced over the 
head of his pony. Laying on the ground he 
suddenly saw the ball inches away from 
his own goal; picked it up and threw it 
over his own back-line! Okay, a foul 
was given. 

A long time back in this piece I said 
Polo Cottage was the best medium-goal 
(14-8 handicap) team this year. This team 
of Lord Brecknock, the father and son 
combination of Fred and Paul Withers, 
plus Dr. Jorge Moreno of the Argentine, 
won three tournaments, was beaten in one 
finals and one semi-finals, Any team beat- 
ing them has won the tournament. They 
were deservedly beaten by the Jersey 
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Lillies and the great Hanut Singh, who at 
the age of 60 has played better this 
season than in several past years, in 
the semi-final of the Windsor Gold Cup. 
They were beaten in the finals of the Coun- 
ty Cup (the oldest trophy still played for 
in Britain) in the final period on a No, 1 
and a 40-yard penalty by Sulver Leys. 
They came back last week to win the 
Harrison Cup emblematic of the medium 
goal championship of England, playing 
four rounds in it and scoring a total of 
35 goals. That should be winning par for 
any course and they had no set-ups. 

One cannot skip the Polo Cottage team 
without mentioning 21 year-old Paul 
Withers. As John Board, veteran of 35 
years polo correspondent of The Times, 
says, ‘“‘He is the one really top ‘class’ 
player developed here since the war.”’ 
Now a second “‘looie’’ in the Royal Horse 
Artillery, this kid goes and can really 
bust the ball. Including his play with Polo 
Cottage he helped Cowdray win the high- 
goal Cowdray Challenge Cup last week and 
earlier, with a very inexperienced team 
from his regiment, brought them The 
Inter-regimental Cup which, army-wise 
here and age old, is like a Harvard- 
Yale-Princeton business. 

It’s been a real interesting, fine polo 
season here,

I enjoyed this book immensely. Being 
both a horseman and an ex-member of the 
publishing fraternity, I had been fully pre- 
pared to dislike it, fearing it might be an 
attempt to emulate National Velvet, with 
the Olympics, rather than the Grand Na- 
tional, as its goal. National Velvet was 
not one of my favorite books as it was so 
far-fetched it lacked credibility and re- 
mained in the realm of pure fantasy. 

It was a most pleasant surprise, there- 
fore, to find that Smoke Rings was well 
written by a real horsewoman who not only 
understands horses, their delights and 
their shortcomings, but understands the 
problems and rigorous training involved 
in trying to get a horse and rider ready 
for Olympic competition. 

Dorothy Lyons has cleverly woven into 
the current, accurate picture of Horse 
























Trials, Pan American Games and Olym- 
pics a fictionalized character named Ginny 
who through prodigious effort and con- 
scientious hard work finally makes the 
U. S. E. T. Prix des Nations Team at the 
Olympics in Rome. This is no fairy tale, 
but is highly plausible. Ginny is a fun- 
loving high school senior who is an ardent 
and dedicated horsewoman with her heart 
set on a berth on the United States 
Equestrian Team for herself and her 
grand grey Thoroughbred Smoke Rings. 

There is work and more work, set- 
back after set-back and much sacrificing 
of a young girl’s normal daily pleasures. 
There are disappointments and human 
errors, which add greatly to the depth of 
the hook, like an ignominious fall in a 
splash jump in the cross country phase 
of a three-day event. All of these make 
the triumphs real and important and en- 
tirely plausible. 

The only jarring note in the book, and 
I may be picayune in pin-pointing it, is 
the author’s fairly frequent use of the 
phrase ‘“‘the horse flung himself at the 
obstacle’’, I do not care for horses that 
**fling’’® themselves at a fence, either two 
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feet or six feet high. I realize that when 
describing one jump after another, each a 
little different, it is easy to run out of 
descriptive words or phrases, however 
I thinkthe author might have been a little 
more judicious in her choice of words 
in this case as the horse she was des- 
cribing merited superlatives. 

Despite this one small disharmony, I 
can heartily endorse this book for young- 
sters and ‘‘oldsters’’ alike, It should prove 
particularly attractive to the more ad- 
vanced of the Pony Clubbers who might 
themselves have a secret dream of one 
day making the U. S. Equestrian Olym- 
pic Team. EBC

They won nearly all 
the more difficult jumping classes at 
Aachen, The youngest of the riders, George 
Morris, made an especially excellent im- 
pression, The riders and the trainer, 
Bert De Nemethy, can look forward to 
the Olympic Games with pride and confi- 
dence. The United States Team is also 
valued highly because of the high character 
standards maintained by its members. 

The success of the young dressage 
riders, Trish Galvin and Jessica New- 
berry in the Grand Prix de Dressage were 
sensational! In these two girls, the United 
States has Olympic representatives who in 
Europe, the home of dressage, gained the 
admiration of the experts and the adora- 
tion of the public. 

Both sit excellently on their horses. 
Their deep and flexible seat guarantees 
superior aids of back and legs. At all 
times, they have their mounts well in 
hand and they ride the difficult Olympic 
test with great ease and in majestic 
position. Trish Galvin has the advantage 
of having the more suitable horse, whose 
beautiful movements she displays to the 
greatest advantage. The presentation by 
Jessica Newberry is most convincing in 
it’s harmony. The transitions from one 
movement to another admired for their 
precision and subtlety. 

These two young American girls will 
bring honor in Rome, not only to The 
United States of America, but to the art 
of riding itself.

U. S. PENTATHLON TEAM 

An Army Reserve first lieutenant who 
volunteered for active duty to compete in 
the 1960 Olympic Pentathlon trials, has 
earned the title of national pentathlon 
champion for this year. 

Lt. George Lambert, 31, of Sioux City, 
Ia., who traveled from Tokyc where he has 
been studying for a Ph.D in social psycho- 
logy at Waseda University, earned the 
coveted title and the top berth to represent 
the United States in the Olympic Games at 
Rome. 

Lambert’s total points after the Sunday 
morning 3500-meter cross country horse 
riding event was 4745. He finished third 
in the treacherous ride over 20 natural 
and man-made obstacles at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, with 996 points. His time 
for the ride, 6:41.3, earned 1076 points 
but Lambert’s mount carried an 80-point 
handicap. 

The second versatile athlete to repre- 
sent the U, S, in the Olympics will be 
Navy Lt. (jg) Robert L. Beck of San 
Diego, Calif. Beck’s timefor the ride was 
7:53.5 for 788 points, giving him a grand 
total of 4737 points overall. 

Another Army Reserve first lieutenant, 
who like Lambert, volunteered for active 
duty to compete in the trials, was third 
highest after the last of five pentathlon 
sports. He is Lt. Jack Daniels, Missoula, 
Mont., a student of physical education at 
Stockholm University, Sweden. Daniels 
earned a grand total of 4683 points after 
finishing the ride in 7:37.6 for 852 points. 

Fourth high man selected for the Rome 
Olympic Games by virtue of his high scor- 
ing ability in all five events is Army 
Cpl. Dick Stoll of Minneapolis, Minn. Stoll 
earned 832 points in the riding event, 
finishing the gruelling test in 7:27.5 for an 
overall total of 4604 points. 

Both Lambert and Daniels are veterans 
of the 1956 Olympic Pentathlon meet at 
Melbourne, Australia. Lambert was fifth 
in that meet while Daniels finished in 
thirteenth place. 

Beck and Stoll have never competed 
in the Olympics, though both have been 
high scorers for the U, S, in other penta- 
thlon competitions. 

Pending the official approval of the 
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Olympic committee Lambert, Beck, 
Daniels and Stoll will represent the U. S, 
at Rome inSeptember. Accompanying them 
will be the U, S, Modern Pentathlon head 
coach, Lt. Colonel John W, Russell. 

Winner of the riding phase was Robert 
Miller, a junior high school instructor 
from Seattle, Wash. Miller, top man for 
the 1956 Olympics only to be sidelined by 
a broken leg, finished the course in 
6:51.1 to earn 1036 points. He was sixth 
overall with 4501 points.

Horses and riders competing for the 
Irish Olympic Three-Day-Event Team 
recently performed a full scale test at 
Hilltown, Drogheda.
